A few evenings since a mob of un- 
lucky thirteen assaulted the Jail, broke open 
the doors and shot to death a Negro prisoner 
chsofged with simple assanlt When the mob 
had completed its butchery and started to leave, 
the plucky Sheriff arrested three of the par- 
ticipants and they are now boarding with him. 
The })roper punishment of these law-breakers 
will be a wholesome lesson to mobocrate. 

DuRiHG the last thirty years $240,000,000 
has been spent on an Indian population not 
exceeding l .sO.OOO. The appropriations of the 
United States Government for Indians in 1901 
Vere $9,040,475.89, and more than $a,(}0(),()0o 
was used for edncatioa. In 1877 only $80,000 
was appropriated for Indian schools. There 
has been a large and constant increase to the 
present time, until in tlie last twenty years 
$4o,U00,0(M» has been spent by the Government 
for the education of not over 20,000 Indian 
pupils. In addition a very large amount has 
besBi^wnt by the mission sehools of the vap 
rious Christian denominations. There were, 
in 1901, 2,208 Indian school employes. The 
education of each pupil cost the Govamment 
more than $180^

there is consternation among the members of 
the Jioard of Education over the assertion in a 
rejwrt of Comniissionor of Education Hai i't 
for the Sixth School District of New York 
that the average rate of increase in the number 
of babies ia Manhattan has grown from 6 to 
1 1 an hour, or to one baby every five minutes. 
These figures were furnished by Dr. IIaupt as 
the result of an investigation which the Board 
of Education is carrying on to find out what 
preparation it must make to provide room which 
the babies of the present will need as the pu- 
pils of a few years henoe. Dr. Haupt states 
tliat he also finds the death rate for children 
is falling from one-third to one-tenth, owing to 
measures for protecting Ijabies from imj)ure 
milk and unsanitary arrangements. He be- 
lieves that in the main the increase is caused by 
the tremeadons immigration to New York City. 
Dr. Hadpt asserts that babies are bom at the 
rate of one every four minutes in the neighbor- 
hood of Houston street, and about one a month 
in the Murray Hill residence section. These 
two quarters are th^ extremes of the social di- 
vidons.
